Sundou, Feb. 15.— The bitter struggle 
in this province inaugurated by the paid 
agitators of the ulieu organization 
known as the Western Federation of 
.Miners, with headquarters at Butte, 
Montana, who have succeeded in con- 
trolling the actions of the legislative 
supporters of the present government, 
and especially the members for Slocnn, 
Rossluud and Nelson districts, lias come 
to an ignominious close. 

Owing to the large number of men re- 
cently found willing to accept the liberal 
wage offered by the Mine Owners' Asso- 
ciation, and feeling that the influence of 
their sympathizers in the legislative 
halls was becoming weaker daily, the 
miners' uniou made strenuous endeavors 
to re-open negotiations. The mine 
owners of the Slocan, after the peculiar 
manner in which their previous over- 
tures had been declined by the union, 
refused to have any further dealings 
with that body, and the union feeling 
their cause to be absolutely lust, have 
unconditionally surrendered. 

By a large majority they have voted 
that every member of their union shall 
be at liberty to accept the standard 
wage offered by the association, without 
any stipulation as to recognition of the 
union or other restrictions. 

This struggle,, which has cost the 
Slocan over a million dollars, is at any 
rate temporarily at an end, but unfortu- 
nately there still exists a feeling iit the 
fact that unprincipled agitators have 
proved able to bring about so unfortu- 
nate a condition of affairs as has pre- 
vailed in the Nelson and Rossland 
camps.

Sunnyside From 
Another Point 



How a Soudan Warrior Handled 
Artillery With Courage 
Hand Judgment. 

Rebels In Laager Quickly Fled 
to Open Accurate Fire 
From the Hills. 



Associated Press Correspondence. 

Loudon, Feb. 7.— The account of the 
engagement at Sunnyside on Christmas 
Day, being the first in which the Cana- 
dians were concerned, as given by the 
correspondent of Beuter's Telegram 
Company, is in part us follows: 

The Queonslanders did the scouting 
work admirably, and we were able to 
arrive within two and a half miles of 
the kopje, just below a ridge occupied 
by our Queenslnudcr scouts, which hid 
us from any possible observant enemy. 
Col. Pilcher called another halt and 
made his plan of battle. He deter- 
mined to give Major De Rougeuiont 
command of what was practically an 
independent column, consisting of his 
two guns under Lieut. Atkinson, and 
the mounted infantry in charge of Lieu- 
teuunts Kyan ami Smith. 

Along a valley and parallel with 
Suunyside ran a low, rocky ridge about 
30 feet high and distant from the kopjes 
about 1,200 yards. Major De Rouge- 
uiont, one of Lord Kitchener's Soudan 
warriors, saw that it was the key of the 
position, and with soldierly instinct he 
immediately swung around the column, 
making a front of his left, and brought 
it parallel with the kopje. The ridge 
lay between us and the enemy, suppos- 
ing him to be holding the kopjes at 
ubout midway. 

There was no time for the situation. 
Indeed, this was an occasion when the 
iron rules and regulations which govern 
the art of war had to be ignored, and 
Major De Bougemont did not hesitate 
to ignore them, There was the possi- 
bility for him of the enemy, who are 
nearly all mounted, .-acing our Toronto 
men to the little ridge and forcing us to 
retire further up the ridge. Our little 
body of 100 infantry were coming as 
fast as it was possible for infantry, but 
not fast enough to make certain of seiz- 
ing the small ridge. Without a mo- 
ment's hesitation Major De Rougeuiont 
took his courage in both hands, nud 
escorted by the little handful of mounted 
infantry trotted rapidly forward with his 
two guns and ordered " action front " 
at a point which commanded the laager. 

The first shell fell just in front of the 
white tents of the rebel laager, the 
second bursting in the middle, and im- 
mediately we could see the rebels 
streaming out in frantic haste to the 
kopjes above. The rebels having taken 
up position on the top of the kopjes, 
opened a heavy mid accurate lire. 

The corner wns u little warm. Per- 
ceiving this, Major De Rougeuiont re- 
quested me to ride to the Canadians, 
who were coining up about 40(1 yards 
behind, and order them to double into 
action. I galloped up and delivered the 
order to Capt. Barker. As I shouted 
out the words "The Major wishes you, 
Cnpt. Barker, to bring up your men at 
the double quick," there were signs of 
delight on the faces of the Canadians 
and vnrious exclamations indicating 
their satisfaction nt the order. I heard 
one of them say to his comrade, "At last 
we are going to have our chance." As 
soon as the Canadians arrived in the 
neighborhood Major De Rougemont led 
them across the open to the little ridge 
in front of the guns, which were left 
in charge of Lieut. Atkinson, who 
worked them remarkably well during the 
rest of the day. The enemy directed 
his fire on .1110 new arrivals, and the 
Toronto boys got their baptism of fire, 
behaving throughout as though they had 
been accustomed to it all their lives. In 
a few minutes the ridge was reached. 
The two Maxims under Capt. Bell, of 
the Scots Guards, were posted on the 
right, and firing proceeded merrily for 
a few minutes, when our artillery fire, 
aided by that of the Canadians, was 
altogether too much for them. Hence- 
forth for the rest of the day the enemy's 
lire was completely held by us on the 
think, and although they kept up a drop- 
ping fire until they were finally cleared 
off, they never became dangerous.

London, Feb. 10.— Mr. Spencer Wilk-

Mr, Foss, who is a native of Natal, re- 
sided for some time in the Free State. 
He had been twice warned for assert- 
ing that the garrison was on the eve of 
starvation and capture.

Machine Formally Introduced to Parlia-

Mr. Brittou introduced 
a bill to enable electors to vote by ma- 
chine, and this frank adoption of the 
machine provoked roars of laughter, re- 
doubled when Hon. Mr. Mills asked if 
the machine was fire proof. 

Mr. Mclnnes introduced a bill to pre- 
vent the immigration of Asiatics unless 
they can read and write some European 
language.

Roberts Cuts Off Free State 
Troops From Connection 
With Headquarters. 



British Eager to Make Klmberley 
the Scene of Decisive 
Conflict. 



London, Feb. 10, 4.30 a.m.— The wires 
are closed to correspondents "with Lord 
Roberts and as nothing further from him 
has been communicated to the public, 
military adepts spend their time in study- 
ing maps, and topography and figuring 
out the possibilities of Lord Roberts' com- 
munications and what there is left for 
the Boers to do. 

General Cronje's communications with 
Bloemfontein have already been cut. The 
best news England could hear would be 
that he elects to give battle among the 
lo whills and ridges west of Kimberley. 
Should he determine uot to uo this he 
must raise the siege of Kimberley ana 
retreat to a point where he would prefes 
to tight. This retreat could be a long 
detour around the head of the British 
advance to Bloemfontein or as seems to 
military students more practicable, he 
could withdraw to the north, using the 
railroad for his guns and heavy baggage, 
moving to Fourteen Streams station and 
thence into Transvaal territory. 

The Boers have made no preparations 
to defend Bloemfontei mind there is no 
particular reason why General Cronje 
should risk a battle to protect the capi- 
tal of the Free State. Operations else- 
where are apparently suspended. 

A correspondent wiring from Chieveley 
February 13 says: " We are still hope- 
ful of relieving Ladysmith." 

Col. Baden-Powell in a despatch from 
Mafeking dated January 20, after men- 
tioning matters already sent out by cor- 
respondents, gives his total casualties up 
to January 25 ns follows: Killed— Five 
officers and 00 men. Wounded— Eight 
officers and 123 men. Missing— 34 men. 

No word has been, received regarding 
Gen. Gatacre's 12,000 men at Storm- 
berg. The impression is that these 
forces are on the way to Lord Roberts. 

Mr. Chamberlain's anuouncement in 
the House of Commons of the intention 
of the government to encourage the 
Zulus to defend themselves from the 
Boers is a contingency that the Boers 
seem to have anticipated, as they have 
been doing everything in their power to 
win the goodwill of the Basutos, who 
have thousands of good rifles. The 
Boers gave 2,000 Basutos a safe conduct. 
If the British let loose one tribe, the 
Boers will probably let loose another. 

The war office has issued orders for 
the formation of 21 new batteries and 
three battalions of infantry. 

The cabinet council was in session 
yesterday for two hours. It will meet 
again to-day. This is quite unusual.

TO FLOOD LADYSMITH. 

Two Thousand Kaffirs Engaged in Dam- 
ming Klip River by Means of 
Sandbags. 

London, Feb. 15.— The Daily Mail has 
the following despatch from Lorenzo 
Marques, dated Wednesday: 

"A prominent Pretoria citizen, just 
from Ladysmith, informs me that the 
Uoers are rapidly damming Klip River. 
Two thousand Kaffirs are employed in 
the work and they have deposited 10,000 
sandbags already. They are only able 
work at night time, as they would he un- 
der British fire. The citizens, however, 
believe that the operation will be futile."

His Force so Overwhelming 
That Enemy Cannot Make 
Effective Stand. 



Klmberley's Relief and Fall

London, Feb. 15.— The British army 
for the first time since the war began 
is inside the Boer frontier. Lord Rob- 
erts with at least 40,000 infantry; 7,000 
cavalry and 15 guns, has gained the 
Magetvfoutein lines before which the Bri- 
tish forces have encamped for ten weeks 
and with half of his corps, he is already 
operating on Free State territory. A 
battle has not yet been fought but lnrge 
tactical advantage has been gained. The 
relief of Kimberley is within measure- 
able reach and the way to Bloemfontein 
is appreciably easier. 

The despatches of Lord Roberts sketch 
three days' work. The forward move- 
ment began on Sunday when Col. Han- 
nny set out with a brigade of mounted 
infantry for Ranuih, on the Riot, eight, 
miles from .Tacobsdal, one of the Boer 
supply bases. 

On Monday, Gen. French with the 
cavalry division seized the crossing of the 
Riet river at Dekiel's Drift, south of 
Jacobsdul and eighteen miles east of 
Houeyuest Kloof. He skirmished with 
the Boers and cleared the way for 20,- 
000 infantry, who followed across. 

On Tuesday, with his three cavalry 
brigades and the horse artillery General 
French rode to the Modder river, a dis- 
tance of some 25 miles and took three 
fords, with high ground beyond the river 
and live Boer «inips. He had few casu- 
alties in brushes with the Boer horse. 

General French has now fixed himself 
on General Cronje's main line of 
communication with Bloemfontein and 
20,000 infantry and 72 guns are being 
pushed up to support him there. 

Lord Roberts' despatches wired from 
inside the Free State and on the Riet 
river left him Wednesday morning. His 
advance had not ibeen opposed by the 
Boers in force. Their patrols melted 
away as the British moved, forward. 
The Boer army is likely to be felt in a 
day or two, and a battle is consequently 
iniiniuent. 

As to what force General Cronje has 
now at his disposal and where he pur- 
poses making a stand against the invad- 
ers, no one here connected with the war 
office knows anything. The data for con- 
ceptions are Wholly wanting. 

The forces immediately at the disposal 
of Lord Roberts are placed at 50,000 in 
a general way. These figures are reveal- 
ed by the commands mentioned in the 
despatches as having been added to the 
divisions known to be with Lord Meth- 
uen. Quite possibly Lord Roberts has 
10,000 or 20,000 more. 

It is now realized that the incidents at 
Rensburg have been seen out of all pro- 
portion. Merely skeleton lines were 
maintained there, while troops were being 
securely and rapidly concentrated on the 
Modder river. The facility with which 
30,000 men already have been sent be- 
yond the rail terminus shows that Lord 
Kitchener has been fully successful in 
organizing the transport. Ho is now 
supposed to be down the line sending 
forward more troops and getting together 
more transports. About five miles of 
ox and mule wagon trains . are esti- 
mated for each division, so that Lord 
Kitchener has immense labors on hand. 

The London morning papers take 
rather sober views of the situation, but 
are greatly pleased and hopeful of 
what is to come. The Times in an edi- 
torial commenting upon Lord Roberts' 
brilliant movement, says: 

" The Boers have shown themselves 
too wary and too skilful for us to as- 
sume thnt the success of these opera- 
tions must disconcert their scheme of 
defence or compel them to raise the siege 
of Kimberley without a further struggle; 
but so far us it is possible to judge in 
the absence of detailed information and 
good maps, the operations should be fol- 
lowed by strategic consequences of the 
highest value. The presence of a large 
British force inside the Free State bor- 
ders and within relatively easy striking 
distance of the capital, must largely 
alter the whole aspect of the war to the 
Boers. Lord Roberts' first steps show 
that he is executing with all his old skill 
a plan of operations carefully and ably 
planned throughout. The news of his 
next movements will be awaited with 
interest, profound indeed but full of 
hope."

AN EXPERT'S OPINION. 

Mr. W. M. Brewer Tells of the Progress 
Made ut Van Anda During the 
Year. 

Mr. W. II. Brewer, the 'engine, r who 
represents the "Engineering and .dining 
Journal," of New York, iu British Colum- I 
bla, has Just returned from a visit to the j 
Van Anda mine on Tcxadn Island, lie made 
an Interesting statement to a News-Adver- 
tiser reoorter: 

"I visited Texads Island last year," said 
Mr. Brewer, "and 1 must say that 1 t. It. 
then somewhat skeptical of the tnfure of 
the mine. I wondered, about their t>..ng 
able to get sufficient ore from their own 
mines to operate the smelter. This time 
Mr. Treat accorded me the privilege of 
looking into the workings of both the Cor- 
nell and Copper Queen shafts.

The Timos correspondent «who accom- 
panied General Gataere's total march on 
Stormberg, writes us folkwv*, under date 
December fl2:— 

I aili fully persuaded that the decision 
to carry the Btormbecg position by a 
coup de main was justified by the cir- 
cumstances uuder which it was arrived 
at. Certainly, had the enterprise proved 
successful uo one who attempted to pasa 
hostile criticism upon the victorious Gen- 
eral could have obtained so much as n 
hearing. The actual failure was due to 
a variety of ucciclenf-s some of which, it 
is true, were uuaviodable. 

Stormberg Junction, at the foot of the 
•■ltooi Kop," a considerable mountain 
overlooking the station, is situated about 
nine miles to the <uorlh of Moleuo, the 
magnetic bearing being 'M.Z degrees.

Many men were loth to retire be- 
cause they were anxious to go on, whilst 
not a few were so utterly exhausted that 
they simply preferred to stay where they 
were, at all hazards, than to undertake 
the ordeal of a rapid retirement over the 
open .ground at the foot of the hills 
Eventually over 500 unw 
were taken prisoners. Steadily, as if on 
parade, the retirement was executed by 
those who responded to the order, the 
soldiers moving back at a steady pace, 
without the least hurry or confusion and 
halting constantly to tire. As an example 
.of rear guard skirmishing the perform- 
ance of the Northumberland Fusiliers 
and Irish Killes could scarcely have been 
surpassed. Disputing every inch of. 
ground the survivors of the ill-fated at- 
tack finally gained a line of low hills, 
which formed a horseshoe about 1,500 
yards west of the scene of their repulse, 
and from which the road by which the 
column had advanced shortly before was 
within easy reach. It was indued fortun- 
ate that this most excellent rallying 
position was at band. Whilst a sufficient 
portion lined the crests, and easily kept 
the enemy back the remainder wen- re- 
formed in rear. Then, finally, when all 
hope of collecting more men had to he 
abandoned, the general gu»ve orders for 
the retreat upon Molteno. 
ARTILLERY SAVED SITUATION. 

Fortunate, indeed, was it that a! the 
last moment, before leaving Putter's 
Kraal, Sir William decided to 'ukc 
both batteries in place of only one.

the redoubts now occupied by the Boers 
ut Stormberg had been built, and to 
whom every inch of the ground was 
familiar, were left at Queenstown in- 
stead of being employed to recapture the 
works which they had so unwillingly 
evacuated about a month previously. The 
consequence of no one knowing where he 
was going or what he had to attack, or 
when proximity to the enemy had been 
reached, was that the infantry, marching 
in fours, were suddenly fired into at a 
point where, after ascending but a few 
feet, their further advance against the 
enemy was precluded by an unclimable 
The moment, that the lir.st 
lired companies doubled 
straight at the points whence the tiring 
seemed to have proceeded and commenced 
to scale the hill. Soon, however, they 
came upon a perpendicular wall of rock, 
from the summit of which the Boers 
were plying their rifles at half a dozen 
yards' distance. Here fell Lieutenant- 
Colonel Eagar, and close to him Major 
Setou, of the Royal Irish Rifles. Col- 
onel Eagar was the man who reached 
the highest point attained by any of the

Imr- 
ing the actual retirement from the hills 
attacked— or rather under which we 
were ourselves attacked in anticipation— 
men were falling asleep in the open 
ground, under fire, after or before using 

undod men I their rifles. No sooner did they halt to 
fire than they fell forward sound asleep. 
An oliicer told me that he awoke several 
such men by kicking them .soundly and 
thus insisted upon their continuing their 
retreat to a place of safety. 

16). The guns were at first in the 
same trap as the infantry and were com- 
pelled to retreat some distance over very 
difficult ground before they could come 
into action upon, even then, a poor posi- 
tion, with most inferior command. Dur- 
ing this movement a gun was lost in con- 
sequence of being stuck fast and the 
struggling horses shot down by the 
enemy. It was a pitiable sight, of which 
those who saw it cannot speak without 
emotion. 

Finally, to stale the case in brief. 
The position to be attacked had not been 
reconnoitered by any of those to be en- 
gaged against it, and even its exact situ- 
ation was unknown to any of them. The 
information supplied by the Intelligence 
Department was complete and accurate, 
but owing lo the misdirection of the 
march its value was thrown away. The 
distance to lie marched was nearly 
doubled. The start was two hours late, 
so that the moon set lung before the jour- 
ney had been completed to an intermedi- 
ate halting place, and the men lost the 
rest that they so much needed. Day 
broke without the point of attack having 
been reached, and at the time when the 
enemy opened fire the column was un- 
suspiciously "route marching." Both 
battalions were winding along the foot of 
the hill and were fired upon simultan- 
eously; both consequently became at onen 
engaged in a skirmishers' tight, so that 
there remained no formed body of troops 
to interpose by any deliberate action in 
accordance with any fixed idea. 

BOERS SHOT BADLY. 

Defeat in such circumstances was 
the natural consequence. The only 
marvel is that the force escaped annihila- 
tion; certainly but for the good work 
done by the artillery and by the mounted 
troops not one man could have reached 
Molteuo, although (he shooting of the 
Boer riflemen was contemptible in the 



from first to last the Boers possessed the I extreme. Worse shooting in action than 
advantage of working on interior lines. 1 that of the Boers in the Stormberg en- 
Thejr heavy guBS, themselves in complete gagement has, perhaps, never been seen 



in war. Moreover, the failure of the 
enemy to make any determined attempt 
to cut oil the straggling procession of 
wornout troops denotes either strange 
want of confidence or incompetence. 
That we should have been beaten by 
such an enemy renders our case the 
more deplorable. Our retreat was mol- 
ested merely by "snipers." Upon the 
Other 'band, the Boer artillery practice 
was splendid. They had no field artil- 
lery, and apparently not more than two 
mobile guns. Some say that the hud but 
two guns in all, including the 40-pounder 
in a fixed position. Yet they succeeded 
in teaching most of us what it is like to 
come under a well-directed shell fire. 
Luckily, however, we had our instruc- 
tion ut small cost to ourselves, since few 
of the Boer shells burst. This was, no 
doubt, a cause of disappointment to their- 
guniiers — but not to ourselves. 

It was, I think, a pity that the two 
companies of the Koyal Scots and the 
12th Company R. B., who remained in 
Molteno, wen not ordered out to cover 
the retirement of the troops. The occu- 
pation of one very awkward position 
about three miles from Molteno by fresh 
troops was most desirable. Had the 
Boers been enterprising and made use of 
this position, we should have been cut 
off when actually in sight of our goal. 

I omitted to mention that the ; 
mured train which advanced toward 
Stormberg from Molteno had 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

The Boers had laid a pretty little trap 
by partially removing fish-plates and 
getting ready a big gun to open on the 
train as soon as it got into difficulties. 
The sharp eyes of those ia the train 
were, however, destined to perceive the 
trick, and u halt in time saved the situa- 
tion. No sooner had the train come to a 
standstill than the gun opened fire, the 
range evidently having been measured, 
since the first Shot was pretty close ami 
the second and third within a few feet. 
The range was about 7,000 yards. Lieut. 
Cosset did not wait for more. Forty- 
pounder shells cannot be digested, even 
by armored trains. 

It should also he noted, in order to 
show how early in the proceedings mis- 
fortunes commenced to befall, that the 
field hospital, bearer company, Maxim 
gun of the Royal Irish Rifles, with sun- 
dry ammunition wagons and other vehi- 
cles, lost the column at the very start, 
and pursued the direct road to Stormberg, 
upon which they bivouacked. At dawn 
this detachment, guided by a native 
policeman, moved round to the west, and 
eventually rejoined the column during its 
retreat. Until this reunion took place, 
the troops were absolutely without any 
hospital u:- ambulance.

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WHAT IS UP ? 

The adjournment of the house until 
Monday, without any reason being 
assigned, would Vie understood in any 
other province than !3riti.sb. Columbia to 
mean that a crisis had been reached in 
the affairs of the government, and that 
when the members re-asaemble on Mon- 
day an important ministerial announce- 
ment would be made. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that in political circles 
there is considerable speculation as to 
what is in the wind. 

One thing is certain, namely that the 
.government is face to face with imme- 
diate defeat. A government situated as 
that of Mr. Semlin is has three courses 
open to it. One is to strengthen itself 
by taking in members from the opposite 
Bide of the house. Mr. Semiin cannot 
do this. There is not a constituency 
represented by an opposition member 
that could be safely opened by the ap- 
pointment, of its member to a cabinet 
position. He would be defeated in- 
gloriously. Hence a coalition is wholly 
out of the question. 

Another course is to ask the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor for a dissolution of the 
house. We are unable to see any 
reason why His Honor should concede 
such a request, if it is made. The 
government has shown itself vacillating 
to the last degree, false to every true 
principle of government, and unmindful 
of its duty towards the representative of 
the crown. It has done nothing upon 
which any lieutenant-governor could 
justify himself in granting them a disso- 
lution. 

The third course is to resign, and this 
we believe is what the government will 
find itself compelled to do within a very 
few days. It is what the country de- 
sires above all tilings. 



THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The Province thinks the Colonist 
has departed from its constitutional stand 
in inviting the attention of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor to the condition of things 
now existing in the legislature. Our con- 
temporary is in error. What we say 
ikhv iu (ji-itc in keeping with what wr 
have always maintained, namely, that no 
ministry should be allowed to hold of- 
fice umes-'fi it has the efficient concol of 
the legisla litre. With the statement if 
(.ur cdii'-. mporary that the LieutenaUC' 
Guviinior probably understands his duly 
as wi ll as the C onist does, wo ehall not 
disagree, bn , iiiis does not lessen the duty 
of the Co. onist to press upon His Hhi-v 
those considerations which it thinks ought 
chiefly to influence him at this crisis. 
Perfect freedom of discussion is essen- 
tial to the mnintenane.' of our instilu- 
i i. nis. In this particular Instance it is de- 
sirable thai I lis Honor shji:'.i ieatn from 
lie pnss what the vuvvs of the public 
i.re, for the utter lack of appi o< iatimi cf 
constitutional objections d'.ipla.ve.l by Mr. 
Semlin places the Lieute l-ioGovenior in 
a position of exceptional difficulty. The 
Province pays "as soqh as :here is an 
adverse vote in the h"uise the matter \\ .d 
be decided in a constitutional way." In 
other words, the farce now enacted in 
the legislative halls m 1 a g,i on until it 
pleases some individuil mstnoer or *hi- 
house to put a stop to it. Th > ijieutei.- 
ant-Governor, who is responsible for the 
government of the province and who wi'I 
stand condemned by public opinion an 1 
the 1 verdict of history for any injury sus- 
tained by the province through the con- 
tinuance or exisiting conditions, must • 

cording to the Province, wait upon the 
action of some one member of the house 
before doing what he knows as well as 
any one else is demanded by the welfare 
of British Columbia. The prerogative 
has a string to it, according to our Van- 
couver contemporary, and the worst fea- 
ture of it is that any supporter of the 
government may pull the string. We 
are accustomed to hear the office of re- 
presentative of the crown likened to a 
rubber stamp, but those who take this 
view of it have always added that the 
stamp would be wielded by a minister 
enjoying the confidence of a majority of 
the representatives of the people. Hut 
Ihe Province goes beyond this, and would 
convert the Lieutenant-Governor, with all 
I he prerogatives vested in him. preroga- 
tives established by centuries of political 
evolution ami dealt witli in extenso in 
many valuable tratwes, into a mere pup- 
pet, a sort of political Jack-in-the-box, 
to be sprung into view only when some 
member of the legislature sees fit to re- 
lease it. According to this new doctrine, 
the Lieutenant-Governor was held down 
last, week by the thumb of Mr. Prentice, 
nud this week by the thumb of .Mr. 



Ileimcken; but perhaps next week, when 
Mr. Dunmuir is in his place again, he 
will he allowed "to settle the matter in 
a constitutional way." Of course this 
depends upon whether some other mem- 
ber of the house, who has not yet en- 
joyed the fun of bossing the situation, 
may take a fancy to do so. 

Against such a view of the powers and 
duties of the Lieutenant-Governor we de- 
sire to enter the strongest protest. We 
claim ifor the representative of the crown 
something more than the privilege of af- 
fixing his name to papers at the com- 
mand of the lirst minister for the time, 
something more than the functions of a 
mechanical toy. "We are at all times 
prepared to defend the rights of the re- 
presentative of the people, hut experi- 
ence of the past has shown that it is 
well at all times to safeguard the prero- 
gatives of the crown, for those preroga- 
tives are enjoyed upon the condition that 
certain duties will lie discharged, and one 
of those duties is that the representative 
of the crown shall at all times be sur- 
rounded by ministers having the undoubt- 
ed confidence 'of the majority of the legis- 
lature. 

The conditions existing at present in 
this province could not possibly arise in 
Great Britain or even at Ottawa, for th.' 
reason that if a British or a Canadian 
ministry had lust control of the house 
they would no longer cling to power, but 
would place their resignation ut the dis- 
posal of the crown. Mr. Semlin ought 
long ago to have informed the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor that he cannot count upon 
the control of the house from day to day. 



REDISTRIBUTION. 

It is evident that redistribution is a 
rock upon which political parties may be 
badly split. We observe that the Times 
thinks the legislature is too large 
numerically, hut we do not believe its 
political associates will subscribe to this 
view. Certainly the Colonist cannot do 
so. In our humble judgment the house 
is none too large, and we should protest 
very strongly against the proposal to 
take one member each from Victoria. 
Vancouver and the constituencies elect- 
ing two members, namely Esquimalt 
Cassiar and Cariboo. An extensive prov- 
ince like British Columbia requires 
larger legislature proportionately to the 
population than the other provinces of 
the Dominion. Wo cordially endorse the 
proposition that all questions of antagon- 
ism between the Island and the Main- 
land should be avoided, although we do 
not believe that any such antagonism in 
point of fact exists, except in the bosom 
of a few ilainlanders of an old political 
school, now happily without any cousid 
erable influence even in their own 
neighborhood. The people of the Island 
recognize that the Mainland must natur- 
ally far outstrip it in importance, even 
although they know that this portion of 
the province is destined for an exceed 
ingly prosperous future. They will 
never object to the increase of Mainland 
representation as it is needed from time 
to time, but what they will resent is an 
attempt to diminish their fair share of 
Influence in the house. Redistribution 
which means simply the cutting down 
of Island representation will be received 
very badly here. When the question 
comes to be dealt with, one feature that 
may call for consideration is the bound- 
aries of the several constituencies.

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MR. COTTON'S DEFENCE. 

We print in full Mr. Cotton's reply to 
the charges made against him by Mr. 
Martin's resolution. It is not a satis- 
factory reply, and Mr. Cotton ought to 
have followed it up by a demand for the 
appointment of the committee, before 
which he could make his statement under 
oath subject to cross examination. He 
denied the first of the charges categori- 
cally; he offered an explanation of the 
second; he evaded the point of the third. 
Neither the house nor the country can 
possibly feel satisfied that Mr. Cotton 
has cleared himself in their eyes, al- 
though it may suit honorable members to 
accept the explanation. Wo have been 
very careful in this matter to charge Mr. 
Cotton with none of the matters referred 
to in the resolution, hut have frequently 
expressed the hope that he would take an 
early opportunity to answer them in the 
fullest possible way. In declining to ask 
for a committee to investigate these 
charges Mr. Cotton lias been very badly 
advised. 

The position taken by Mr. Semlin is 
utterly indefensible. To elaim that the 
house may not deal with grave charges 
affecting the personal integrity of a cabi- 
net minister is absurd. Mr. Semlin 
would have members accept the fact 
that a man is elected to th,.. house as a 
sufficient guarantee of his iitness for a 
cabinet position, no matter whn! offences 
and what degree of dishonesty may be 
la ill to his charge. 

The only mntter to which we feel called 
upon to refer to-day is the charge of 
falsification of the records of the execu- 
tive council Mr. Joseph Martin related 
the transaction in detail. Mr. Cotton 
categorically denied the statement that he 
had falsified tin' record. His colleague 
said that what was done did nut amount, 
to a falsification. Mr. Henderson in so 
many words admit ted that there was 
ground for this charge, but he did not 
think it sufficient to establish an allega- 
tion of falsification. 

In dismissing this subject from con- 
sideration we regret to have to say that 
the majority of the legislature in our 
opinion showed a very poor appreciation 
of what is due to the house, the country 
or even to Mr. Cotton himself. 



AN IMPORTANT RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Higgins has given notice of a reso- 
lution for Tuesday next, which deals 
with a very serious matter. It recites 
that an address was passed asking for 
correspondence relating to the eight- 
hour law, but that an important letter 
written by the Minister of Mines was 
omitted from the return, and declares the 
omission io be a deliberate violation of 
the prerogatives of the bouse, and for 
this and other reasons asks the house 
to censure and condemn the government 
for their failure to deal with the eight- 
hour question. 

It frequently happens that in prepar- 
ing a return in response to an address a 
paper may be omitted by mistake, but 
when this happens the invariable prac- 
tice of the government is to say that 
the missing document will be supplied. 
In the case mentioned the government 
simply said nothing and when the matter 
was called to its notice, made no reply 
whatever, from which no other conclu- 
sion can be drawn than that the omis- 
sion was deliberate, and for the purpose 
of misleading the house. The letter 
omitted contained a promise from the 
Minister of Mines that the workings of 
the eight hour law would be thoroughly 
gone into a! the present session of the 
house, but neither the speech nor any of 
the speakers on behalf of the govern- 
ment gave any indication that this pledge 
would be fulfilled. 

One of the principles governing the 
conduct of parliamentary bodies is that 
when papers are asked for by an ad- 
dress or order of the bouse all the 
papers will be brought down, unless 
there are some valid reasons why they 
should not I.e. A statement that such 
reasons exist is always accepted by the 
house. In the present instance no such 
statement was made, and consequently 
no reason whatever has been advanced 
lor the failure to comply with the order 
of the house.

The re- 
ply of the Times is that it will accept the 
bill as it is rather than defeat it, and 
asks the Colonist if it is prepared to 
accept the responsibility of defeating the 
bill. This question is not very material 
just now. We have made the point in- 
tended, namely that the Times is ifot 
prepared to accept the responsibility of 
its owu opinions.

Mr. Clive Phlllipps-Wolley bus sent to 
the Times a letter which he complains 
the Colonist ignored. Mr. Wolley's 
letter was received in the Colonist office 
during the temporary absence of the 
editor of the Colonist from the city. The 
night editor, knowing nothing of the 
circumstances referred to, held the letter 
until the editor's return, and it was 
handed to him late last evening and 
several hours after the Times appeared. 
Notwithstanding the gross discourtesy of 
Mr. Wolley's remnrks in his letter to 
the Times, he is entitled to an explana- 
tion in regard to his poem, " Is Canada 
Loyal?" The War Notes in which the 
lines appeared are furnished by a corres- 
pondent, and are not critically examined 
from a literary point of view. They con- 
sist of extracts from English papers. 
The error in the report of Mr. Wolley's 
speech was unintentional.

The great interest aroused over the 
question of the proposed extension of the 
E. & N. railway to the north end of the 
Island is likely to attract a large au- 
dience to the public meeting in the city 
hall this evening, when the matter will 
discussed in all its details. Public 
opinion in the city is almost unanimous 
in favor of the scheme and the various 
gentlemen who will speak to-night are 
prepared to advance the strongest argu- 
ments in support of the proportion. Van- 
couver is watching the progress of the 
agitation with keen interest and heartily 
approves of the idea, as will be seen from 
tin? following editorial article which ap- 
peared in the recent issue of the Van- 
couver World: 

"There is to be a meeting in Victoria 
on Friday evening in connection with the 
extension of the Island railway to the 
northern end of Vancouver Island. It is 
called by requisition presented to His 
Worship Mayor Hayward, which has 
been numerously signed by very Influen- 
tial citizens of the capital. We believe 
there is but one voice not only in Vic- 
toria but elsewhere throughout the pro- 
vince in connection with the movement. 
We have always held that the degree of 
development in connection with the re- 
sources of the Island, which there should 
have been, has not in the past marked 
that section of the province. That the 
extension of the railway from Wellington 
to Union, and thence to Cape Scott, will 
prove of immense advantage to the 
Island, and likewise the whole of British 
Columbia, goes without sn yiiig. The 
scheme litis our heartiest approval, and 
it is sincerely to be hoped that such ac- 
tion will be taken as will result in the 
carrying to completion of a belt of steel 
from end to end of the tight little isle. 
With Victoria, Vancouver and its rapidly 
expanding trade will receive a consider- 
able advantage from the scheme, which 
is bused upon broad lines, and is found 
to be an absolute necessity for the pros- 
perity of the northwestern section of this 
province. The carrying of a linn of rail- 
road through to the upper end of the 
Island will shorten the period very much 
for reaching Dnwson, Atlin and other 
northern points, and the enterprise, in 
our estimation, cannot be completed any 
too soon."

FINANCE MINISTER ON TRIAL. 
Mr. Joseph Martin's resolution re- 
specting the Finance Minister was then 
called. The mover said 

In moving this resolution I propose as 
briefly ns possible to deal with the three 
matters which are referred to. The 
first mutter is that " the present Minis- 
ter of Finance and Agriculture and 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, while acting as secretary for 
the Executive Council of this province, 
deliberately falsified the minutes of the 
said Executive Council." 

Now, Mr. Speaker, it is not the custom, 
so far as I am aware, hi the other prov- 
inces or iu the Dominion to keep minutes 
of the executive council, but I under- 
stand it has always been the custom 
bore to do so, and the present govern- 
ment, at any rate while I was a member 
of it, carried on the same practice. The 
Finance Minister at that time was the 
secretary who kept these minutes. The 
practice was to have the minutes writ- 
ten out. just the same ns a municipal 
council docs, and at the following meet- 
ing of the council to ha,ve those minutes 
read, and approved if found correct. 
Now, this charge is that the honorable 
gentleman upon one occasion deliber- 
ately falsified these minutes— that is, 
wrote down something as being a part 
of the minutes and which was not cor- 
rect. Of course, Mr. Speaker, having 
incorrect minutes may honestly occur to 
any secretary" whose duty it is to keep 
the same, and no doubt it very fre- 
quently does occur that a secretary 
makes 11 mistake, and that is the object, 
of course, of having the copy approved 



way as the five of us had 011 a previous 
occasion. This entry on the minute 
hook purporting to be a record of what 
was done came up for consideration at 
it meeting at which I was not present, 
and was objected to and was not 
passed. It was held over until there 
might be a full meeting of the cabinet.

would be perfectly idle for any one min- 
ister to protest that he did not agree to 
a certain course if that course was 
found spread on the minutes of the coun- 
cil. Sometimes it happens, Mr. Speaker, 
naturally in a body of that kind, that 
a matter comes up, you might say inci- 
dentally, and is not much alluded to and 
under such circumstances it would be- 
very easy indeed for the one member 
keeping the minutes to make a mistake 
as to what did occur and what had been 
done. But this was a very different oc- 
casion from that. This was an occasion 
when the whole afternoon, probably three 
or four hours, was consumed in debating 
and discussing this matter, and I say 
that unless we are to assume that the 
hon. gentleman could sit there all that 
afternoon and take a part ia what went 
on and honestly believe at the end of that 
time that something was done that was 
not done at all— that I say is an assump- 
tion that no resident in this province 
will make. The assumption must be that 
a gentleman of the Finance Minister's in- 
telligence, sitting then? ou a matter of 
grave importance; and a matter which 
was very much before the public at the 
time, must have known that the fact

It was then explained by the Fin- 
ance Minister that in the absence of 
other members of (he government— I 
think all were absent except the Premier 
and himself— those two gentlemen had 
undertaken to decide the policy of the 
government with regard to this matter. 
Now. :it the time that this statement was 
made by the Finance Minister that this 
policy bad been arrived at by the Pre- 
mier and himself— something of course 
which they had no right: in the world to 
do.

GENERAL PRIOR'S DEATH. ' 

I'reparing to Take Up Brigade Command 
in Africa When Suddenly Taken. 

The rumor lately current till over Can- 
ada that Col. Prior, M.P., was dead evi- 
dently originated owing to telegraphic 
despatches stating that Major-General 
J. E. H. Prior had died in Aldershot, 
England. Major-General Prior's father 
and Col. Prior's father were brothers. 
The following is from the Illustrated 
London News, and also from Sketch, 
both of which papers give portraits and 
accounts of this gallant officer's demise: 

Major-General John Edward Hale 
Prior, who is entered in iho Army Lists 
of 1000 as 'commanding the 15th Brigade, 
South Africa.' did not, in fact, live to 
take up the appointment. His distin- 
guished record so untimely closed at last, 
began with the Perak expedition of 1875- 
70, when he was still in his twenties. 
Three years later he went through the 
Zulu war. After serving with the South 
Staffordshire Regiment he did duty in 
command of the 3Sth and 04th Regiment- 
al districts. His selection for a com- 
mand in South Africa brought him from 
Lichfield to Farnborough, where his final 
plans were to be determined. A chill he 
caught brought on an attack which prov- 
ed fatal. He was a man who, whatever- 
he did. did it with all his might. When 
in command of his regiment in Ireland 
he won in one year the Kildare light- 
weight, and the heavy point-to-point 
races, a feat which no man; had per- 
formed before. His brother, Major-Gen- 
eral G. Upton Prior, was with him when 
he died, and his body, borne back to 
Lichfield, was laid to rest with military 
honors .after a service in the cathedral. 
Major-General G. Upton Trior is now 
on tin' staff in command of the Curragh 
district."

ot his disposal of the property, and this 
resulted in the judgment against the 
honorable gentleman. After that judg- 
ment hud been obtnined proceedings 
were taken, as provided by law, and an 
examination of the judgment debtor 
took place. Now, the law under which 
the examination took place, and under 
which the honorable gentleman went to 
gaol rather than answer the question as 
to what he had done with that property, 
derives its force and power from this 
legislature. The honorable gentleman 
has been since that time continuously a 
member of this house, but he has not .in 
any way sought to question the propriety 
of that law, or attempted in any way to 
have it changed. We may assume, 
therefore, that he docs not dispute the 
right of this legislature by which a man 
who has a judgment against him is 
bound to answer any question of the 
court regarding his property, what he 
has done with property he had, what 
property he still has, and everything of 
that kind. The excuse given by the 
honorable gentleman for refusing to an- 
swer the question, for refusing to 
answer which he was committed to 
gaol, was that he could not answer with- 
out disclosing the affairs of other per- 
sons. Of course, the effect of the law 
is that this refusal is a crime — contempt 
of court— for which a man can be pun- 
ished by imprisonment. The legislature 
has not considered that it is any answer 
or any excuse for a person in the posi 
tion in which the honorable gentleman 
was at that time, to refuse to answer 
because it might affect the rights or 
privileges or property of other persons. 
This was not recognized by the statutes, 
and the honorable gentleman himself 
knows that such modification of the law 
should not be made. Therefore he de- 
liberately accepted the position of a 
criminal and went to gaol rather than 
tell the examiners what he had done 
with the property of Mr. Gordon; he 
sheltered himself under that provision 
i,l the law and went to gaol. That is 
the position as I understand it with re- 
gard to this matter.. Nor is there any 
diilieulty i;j getting the facts in this 
(jnSOl they ate <>i> the records of the 
Supreme ebC.-t, Wllifh records are fully 
in the control of this houuo, 

The next matter is with reference to 
the honorable gentleman's career in the 
ti nt _ of Colorado. Mr. Martin here 
Mid the section or ft? region bear- 
ing on this particular. Now, he con- 
tinued, every person in the community 
has. and 1 myself have, the fullest 
sympathy with any person who gets into 
financial difllculties. 1 myself, have 
been on the brink of insolvency, .and I 
can fully appreciate the position of the 
nmn who finds himself without sufficient 
property to meets his debts as from time 
tO time they fall due. It is a position 
no man need be Ashamed of, and I know 
that at any rate with business creditors, 
no man who gets into that state has any- 
thing to fear if he -gets into that posi- 
tion honestly. In fact it is the record 
of business transactions in Canada, and 
I believe the United States as well, that 
the honest debtor who becomes insolvent 
and makes a declaration to his creditors, 
is always treated most liberally. There 
may sometimes of course be an occa- 
sional extortioner, who may insist on 
having his pound of flesh, but I believe 
those individuals are scarce. But the 
man who in this community asks for 
terms and surrenders his property, is in- 
variably treated with leniency and fair- 
ness. So far as getting into financial 
difficulties is concerned, that is not a 
matter to allege against anyone. But 
that is not the allegation here. It is 
that, having got into financial difllcul- 
ties, the honorable gentleman, instead 
of taking the course which I have point- 
ed out— the course which an honest man 
would have taken under the circum- 
stances— the honorable gentleman ran 
away and went to a foreign country. 
Xow, I have here a newspaper published 
in the city of Denver, in the state of 
Colorado— the Denver Times of July 11, 
1804, purporting to give an account of 
the honorable gentleman's transactions 
with regard to the matter now alluded

. FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 

In 1SS5 he lirst showed symptoms of 
being hard up by failing to meet the in- 
terest on his bonds and paper, and for 
the next year he was a much worried and 
harassed num. Up till this time, Carter- 
Cotton had been guilty of no dishonesty, 
and his subsequent proceedings are chari- 
tably supposed to have been pursued 
with the expectation or "pulling himself 
out of the hole" and eventually making 
matters straight. 

At this time he consulted a prominent 
attorney of Fort Collins regarding his 
affairs, and when informed that there 
was no hope for him, that he must go to 
the wall, he seemed to break down en- 
tirely. 

About the middle of November, 18S(i, 
n number of Carter-Cotton's creditors, 
men who had done voTk of various kinds 
for him, called on him at his office, de- 
manding payment for their services. 
While the conversation was going on, 
Carter-Cotton excused himself for n few 
moments, and going out, locked the credi- 
tors in the building. When they dis- 
covered that they were prisoners, and 
had escaped through the transom, their 
debtor had left town, he having been seen 
jumping on the Denver train just as it 
was leaving the station. Then began the 
hu« and cry, hut before anything could 
he done, Mr. Carter-Cotton had left the 
state lor parts unknown, bis exit from 
Denver being in an emigrant car, al- 
though the possessor of a first class 
ticket. 

His liabilities were figured :it about 
5300,000, a large portion of ibis amount 
being covered, however, by the bonds is- 
sued. Among the creditors were the 
Travelers' Insurance Co.. ('(dorado Loan 
and Trust Co., Ilaydon & Dickenson, 
and a number of private parties. 

Further investigation showed that he 
had collected interest on mortgages for 
companies for which hi; was agent and 
failed to tarn in the same. One case was 
reported where lie had borrowed money 
on a trust deed, which is said to have 
i ml other eases of li|;

Mr. Martin then read the following ex- 
tract from the newspaper mentioned: 

F. L. CARTER-COTTON. 

The despatches of last Monday brought 
the news of the election of Francis L. 
Carter-Co 'ton to the parliament of 
British Coi'imbin from Vancouver Island. 
The despatch said that he was formerly 
a resident of Denver. 

Mr. Carter-Cotton's life, were it all 
known, would be a romance of much in- 
terest and the chapter devoted to his life 
in Colorado would not be the least inter- 
esting. 

Sometime about 1875 or 1870 a very 
gentlemanly man arrived in Fort Collins, 
stopping then? for a visit as a part of 
a general tour of the west. He gave his 
name as Francis L. Carter, and he was 
induced to make some investments in 
the northern city. He remained, for 
somo time, and after disposing of his 
interests very profitably, left Fort Col- 
lins for England. Later he returned un- 
der the name of Francis I,. Carter-Cotton 
the hyphenated name being explained by 
the statement that some money had been 
given him on condition of his assuming 
the name of Cotton. 



A PROMINENT CITIZEN. 

-Mr. Carter-Cotton, who was a man of 
much ability and learning; at once took 
a leading place in the business and social 
world of Fort Collins. His geniality and 
• gentlemnnllneas made him a general fa- 
vorite and he was a well-known man of 
the city. Always quiet and unpreten- 
tious, he was looked up to as one of the 
leading capitalists of the town. 

Of course such a man would be accom- 
panied by stories, of which the truth or 
falsity are never known. One of the 
most important told of Mr. Carter-Cotton 
was that, although apparently n man of 
a violent temper, and that at one time 
in England, while engaged in a game of 
billiards, he became enraged at hi* op- 
ponent, attacked him with his cue and 
killed him. Whether this story were 
true or false, it was n fact that Carter- 
Cotton, though evidently a lover of bill- 
iards, was never known to play. 

As has been stated, Mr. Carter-Cotton 
look an active part in the development 
of the farming district surrounding Fort 
Collins. He first undertook the building 
of the North Poudre canal, which, he 
completed at an estimated cost of $75,000 
He also organized the North Poudn 
Land, and Cattle Co., of which he was 
manager. He had control of some lO.flOO 
acres of land, and had contracts with the 
Union Pacific for lands belonging to the 
company in Wyoming. Everything with 
■which the gentleman was connected 
seemed prosperous, and until 18Sf! there 
wns no question in regard to his solvency. 

On his caniil and lands he had issued 
Kinds to the amount of $150|000 of which 
the Travelers' Insurance Comnany were 
alleged to hold .? i 'i0 J 0C0, while the balance 



IN' BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
The matter died out and finally it was 
reported that Carter-Cotton wag in Brit- 
ish Columbia driving a rattle" team on 
some public works. The Fort a llins 
Courier was subscribed for and It was 
supposed that the lute resident of Fort 
Collins was tho 61Il >scribor, although it 
Was addressed to a strnnjre name. 

The despatch of Monday shows that 
Carter-Cotton is again on top. It indi- 
cates that he entered the journalistic 
field, oeing the editor of the News-Adver- 
tiser of Vancouver city, "and a member 
of parliament. For the past two months 
he has been in jail on a charge of con- 
tempt of court, and while in that position 
has been re-elected and will be the prob- 
able leader of the opposition in the new 
house. 

His success in British Columbia is the 
result entirely of his ability. Although 
at lirst it was supposed that ho left Colo- 
rado with considerable money in his pos- 
session, subsequent developments seemed 
to show that lie was "broke" on his de- 
parture. Those acquainted with him 
speak highly of his literary talent, while 
his extensive travels both in this country 
and in the old world made him one of the 
best informed men. His Fort Collins ac- 
quaintances evince much interest in his 
career and will await further develop- 
ments. Many believe him a man of hon- 
est purpose and intentions and had it not 
been for financial straits he would not 
have left Colorado or been involved in 
the troubles mentioned. 

"New then, Mr. Speaker." continued 
-Mr. Martin, "so much for that. Then it 
is alleged that 'whereas it is important 
that there should he no suspicion of 
wrong-doing,' etc. Before dealing with 
that, let me say that it has been suggest- 
ed that I deliberately joined the gov- 
ernment of which the lion, gentleman is 
a member, with these charges hanging 
against huu.

It is perfectly true 
that no cheque wouid be cashed by the 
government's bankers, the Bank of.Brit- 
ish Columbia, except under the signature 
of Mr. Flett— who has to give security— 
as well as that of the Minister of Fi- 
nance. But under what circumstances 
does Mr. Flett attach his signature to 
those cheques? It is his duty to sign every 
voucher presented to him; If the voucher 
copies from the lands and works depart- 
ment, signed by the minister of that de- 
partment, Mr. Flett has no option what- 1 
ever; it is his duty to issue a cheque for i 
the amount, the voucher having gone 
through the hands of the auditor, and 
then the cheque is sufficient to draw the 
money, being counter-signed by the Min- 
ister of Finance.

The .Minister of 
Finance was about to speak on that ques- 
tion when flu? hon. member irfsisted on 
an appeal being taken. We might just as 
well understand where we are. I do not 
wish to excite this discussion, which per- 
haps is likely to be acrimonious; I do not 
wish to throw any oil upon these' flames; 
buit if an appeal is to be made we should 
know just exactly what the point is. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton— I will put it in an- 
other way. If the language was unparlia- 
mentary, I will withdraw it and I will 
put it in this way, that bound by my 

oath of office 

Mr. Martin— I havt> asked an appeal, 
sir, from your decision; you have given 
your decision. Now I 'want to know 
whether that decision has been correct 
or not. It has occurred before in this 
house with regard to me and it has got 
to stop. 

Mr. Speaker— The hon. gentleman will 
take his sent then. 

Col. Baker— I would like to know what 
we are to vote upon. Is it that the hon. 
Minister of Finance, when he makes a 
charge of that kind should make it as a 
resolution to (he house? That I take it 
is the point of order? 

Mr. Martin— Exactly. 

Mr. Speaker— I cannot put it in thnt 
way. The Finance Minister referred to 
a statement made by the hon. member 
for Vancouver as breaking his oath of 
office; the hon. member for Vancouver 
takes exception to that and says it is out 
of order. 

Col. Baker— The hon. Finance Minister 
has withdrawn. 

Mr. Speaker— I cannot allow any other 
question arising as to whether the state- 
ment was in order to be put. 

Hon. Mr. Semi in was rising when Mr. 
Speaker remarked: "The question is as 
whether the statement made by the 
lion, the Finance Minister was out of 
order; thnt is not exactly a question thnt 
I can put to th'fl house." 

Mr. Booth— That is not exaetlv the 
question. The question is, can the' lion, 
member make a charge that amounts to 
a charge of perjury in the course of a 
debate?

bald sltUemrnl they set out. as to the 
facts. irresptrMvc o' any action I may 
have taken in them. He charges me with 
having commit ted in connection with the 
property of Mr. Gordon, a breach of 
trust, and lie slated in this house that 
when this Mr. Gordon wont to England 
he lofr t roperty in my hands as trustee 
and left with me a power of attorney to 
deal with it. Now, sir. that statement 
U entirely false Mr. Gordon and I were 
Interested ;:; exrtaiu matters in Vancou- 
ver. When he went to England in 1888 I 
was left in charge of those properties 
and on certain conditions he agreed to 
Sell Out !l's interests (o me and at my 
suggestion lie left it power of attorney 
not with me but with Mr. Keith, the 
manager of the Bank of British Colum- 
bia, without whose consent and approval 
no disposal could be made of this prop- 
erty; so you see the yflvtlt charge of the 
h.f,ir. pf"titleituui falls to the ground. As 
a matter of tact more capital was re- 
quired to cany on this business. Mr. 
Gordon wrote out to Mr. Keith that lie 
was unwilling, or unable, to furnish any 
more capital and expressed his desire 
that his interests should bo disposed of. 
Mr. Keith, for certain reasons to which 
I need not refer now, proposed to me to 
do this, and although at that time." owing 
to an impression that prevailed in Van- 
couver, it was not an easy thing to do. 
I succeeded in interesting certain par- 
ties and got them to advance a large 
sum of money on certain conditions. One 
of these conditions was that I should not 
divulge the fact that they were interest- 
ed in this enterprise. Well, after a 
lapse of time — I think it was in 1 SOB — 
Nil*. Gordon returned to Vancouver. 
Things were not very bright at that time, 
investment; could not be realized very- 
well, and lie insisted on a statement. 1 
gave him a nolo on which he sued and 
recovered judgment. Then a controversy 
arose as to collecting this. I was exam- 
ined on certain mutters. I gave a full 
account of all that had transpired, as Mr. 
Charles Wilson, who was my solicitor, 
and Mr. F. 1*. Davis, who was on the 
other side, can bear testimony. The only 
question I refused to answer was as to 
who bought this interest. Not as to what 
had been done with the money or any- 
thing of that kind, but as to who had ac- 
quired a certain interest. There was no 
dispute, sir, that a sum of money had 
been paid and that it had gone to the 
credit of myself and Mr. Gordon. There 
was no question about that; the charge 
of contempt of court was simply that I 
refused to divulge the names of certain 
parties who had acquired an interest, for 
which it was never disputed, a large sum 
of money had 'been paid. I thought, sir, 
that having entered into a solemn agree- 
ment I was bound not to break the 
pledge that I had given not to divulge 
the names. And although I bowed to 
the decision of the learned judge of the 
Supreme court that they were quite right 
in enforcing the law when application 
was made to do so. yet I must say that if 
I had to go through the same proceeding 
to-day I should feel bound conscientious- 
ly to do the same as I did then. I have 
no distress at all in having suffered a 
term of imprisonment for carrying out 
my agreement. I think I have answered 
all that part of the question. Oh! I 
may say that this matter was all settled 
in 18JM mid disposed of six years ago, 
and now ii is brought up as a charge 
against me. six years afterwards. I 
think there was never any charge made 
that I tried to swindle anybody, or com 
mitted any breach of trust. As the re- 
cords of the Supreme court show, the 
whole question turned on how a certain 
sum of money was to be sought and 
paid .for, mid the whole question in re- 
gard to my committal to jail was only 
caused by my refusal to divulge the 
names of certain parties who had acquir- 
ed certain interests on payment of a large 
sum of money, the payment of which was 
not disputed. 

Mr. Eberts— By the sale of Mr. Cor- 
don's property? 

Hon. Mr. Cotton— It was by the sale 
of certain interests in the News-Adver- 
t isor. 

Mr. Eberts— Belonging to Gordon? 
Hon. Mr. Cotton— Belonging to Mr. 
Gordon and myself and on the authority 
of Mr. Keith, who pressed very hard for 
that arrangement to be carried out. 
Without bis sanction nothing could have 
been done. 

"Now, sir," went on Mr. Cotton, 
about this Colorado matter. The honor 
able gentleman has road a sensational 
and most amusing account. I would 
like to say here that if you look into that 
matter you will find that that account 
was published in 1804, and for your in- 
formation I enn tell you that the ac- 
count was worked up here and sent 
there to be published for certain reasons. 
I was approached — mid I may say here 
that the late Mr. Theodore Davie was 
well aware of all this— during the cam- 
paign of 1804, and only a few months 
before his death he told me all about it, 
and gave me circumstances and details 
of which 1 knew something, but which 
up to that time I had not been able to 
explain. There was a mnn named Mc- 
Manus who was around this city, and

Mr. Eberts— Wellington. . .. ; 

Hon. Mr. Cotton— He told me that if 
I did not do that ho would make it very 
interesting for me. And it appears he 
went to Mr. Theodore Davie and told 
him that for certain considerations he 
could give him information which would 
utterly break me down in the campaign 
of 1804. But Mr. Davie was too honor- 
able, sir, and too straightforward. 
(Cheers.) Although we were strong 
political opponents, he was not going to 
be a political assassin, and he told this 
man that he would not have anything to 
do with him. I mention that to show 
that although these acts happened from 
fifteen to twenty years ngo, the account 
was published in, ■ 1S94, which fits iu 
with the general election. I am not 
ashamed of anything I did iu Colorado 
or anything that took place there. I 
admit that I lost a large sum of money 
there, but I am not the only man who 
has lost a great deal of money and has 
only got experience for it. 1 ivus en- 
gaged in a number of large enterprises 
in Colorado, most of them in companies 
organized in the state of Colorado, in 
which English capital was largely inter- 
ested. The details given in that paper 
are not accurate iu many particulars, 
but they indicate in a general way some 
of the organizations, although there 
were others much larger. In fact one 
of the enterprises owned land to the 
extent of over 200,000 acres. I was 
largely interested iu these, not only 
financially but also as manager of them, 
and at one time they promised to give 
a very large return on the investment. 
In consequence of the disfavor into 

which certain catth inpauies whi 

had been organized in the state of 
Wyoming fell, there was a slump in 
this kind ot security; cattle also fell 
owing to certain circumstances. Then 
we became involved in litigation for 
some land which we had agreed to pur- 
chase from the Union Pacific Railway, 
while we also had serious litigation o'n 
our hands in connection with our water 
rights. 

After a reference lo irrigation, the 
Finance Minister went on to say that 
the result of the litigation was that the 
companies got into difllculties. 

Now. what did I do ? I did 110t do as 
t might have done, namely, realized 
large sums of money before the share- 
holders knew anything about this, and 
put that money in my pocket and go off. 
No, sir. I took every dollar that I 
owned iu the world, my private means, 
and put it into these companies, with 
the hope that 1 might be able to carry 
them through until better times came, 
so that those who had invested large 
;\ sums pf money op my recommendation 
might oonio out all right. I found it 
impossible, and I saw at last, that there 
was nothing to do but to allow UlOff. 
companies to bp placed iu the hands of 
the receivers for the bondholders, which 
1 (lid, and I then started to find another 
field for occupation; but before I did 
that I handed everything I had got of 
my private means— saddle-horses, car- 
riages, etc., everything I possessed— and 
left myself so absolutely without any- 
thing that I had to borrow $500 from 
the manager of one of the larger com- 
panies in order to pay my personal ex- 
penses. I think there is nothing to be 
ashamed of in that, and in many respects 
I am glad this matter hns been brought 
up, because since 1804 this matter has 
been used to my political disadvantage 
by certain newspapers, which from time 
to time have inserted in their columns 
all sorts of misrepresentations about me. 
I know the difficulties with which news- 
papermen have to contend in this coun- 
try; I know how bitter is political ani- 
mosity at times, although I am proud to 
say that during the twelve years I have 
been an editor I have never allowed any 
personal attacks on any political oppon- 
ent. 

Mr. Eberts— That is not so. 
Hon. Mr. Cotton— That is so. You 
will not find in the News- Advertiser any 
personal attack on any man in this prov- 
ince. Now that the matter has come u,, 
1 shall feel that I am not bound to grant' 
any indulgence to anybody who attack 
me like that. I think I have answered 
in a manner which will be satisfactor 
to the members of this house. But 
would like to say a few words iu re 
gard to some remarks made by the niov 
er of the resolution as to the mana 
incut of public affairs of this govern 
ment. The hon. gentleman, I gathered 
said that any cheque would be covered 
all right that 1 had signed myself, but 
afterwards he said that Mr. Flett would 
have to sign them. Besides Mr. Flett 
every voucher has to be passed by th 
auditor of one department or the other 
and has also to he examined and report 
ed on by the deputy minister. In th 
finance department, Mr. Flett passes 
them; the minister does not sign cheques, 
he merely countersigns them, after the 
deputy minister and the auditor ha 
proved. In the lands and works depart 
ment the vouchers are signed by Mr 
Gore in the lands and works department 
while Mr. Gamble, the chief engineer 
who has now charge, as I explained to 
the house the other day, certifies for all 
the works. I do not think that I nee 
say anything more about that. I hav 
now been twelve years actively engaged 
in public life in British Columbia. Many 
gentlemen of this house have had busi 
ness transactions with me and 1 thint 
that they will tell you that they have ;il 
ways found me straightforward and an 
xious to do everything I undertook. An 
I may say some than that, sir. Tber 
are more lion, gentlemen on the other 
side of the house who are well acquaint 
ed with parties who were interested 
those Colorado transactions, and they 
know that they have heard from t ho-w- 
parties that I never profiled one dollar 
.from anything that was done down there. 
I do not know that I need take any more 
of the time of the house with these mat 
ters, hut I will leave it to this house 
to judge whether I have not fully 
swered these charges, and whetbe 
between myself and the junior raei 
for Vancouver that they do not say that 
they consider these charges entirely (lis 
proved. (Loud government cheers.) 

HON. MR. SFMLIN" observed that 
the house could not be congratulated up 
on the exhibition with which it had beer 
favored by the third member for Van 
couver. The attack of that lion, mem- 
ber had been so evidently actuated by 
personal interest or personal spite, that 
no one would be likely to misinterpret it 
us intended for the public good. It was 
wholly and purely a personal matter. The 
public good could be in no way conserv- 
ed by the carrying out of the resolution 
What purpose or advantage' to the conn 
try could there be in investigating tin 
personal affairs of any hon. member of 
the house some twenty years ago? Hon 
did it concern the house whether the hon. 
.Minister of Finance made or lost money 
during his residence in Colorado? What 
had the legislature of British Columbia 
to do with that matter in any respect or 
particular? Everyone was well uwrfro 
of the characteristics of western frontier 
life, and of the shrewdness of the busi- 
ness of the West. Everyone was aware 
how, when n young man came to the 
west of America from England, he was 
in most cases looked upon (if he had 
money) as a providential dispensation for 
the benefit, not of the- public, but of the 
individuals among whom he came. There 
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was little doubt that the hon. Minister of 
Finance when lie first came t6 western 
America, was in this position; and it was 
probable that in consequence of his earl- 
ier experience in America, ho had now 
loss money but a preat deal more experi- 
ence. Kut in any event, of what interest 
to the house were this gentleman's ex- 
periences and earlier concerns, in Colo- 
rado '! Why should the house have any- 
thing to do with them 7 The matters re- 
ferred to by the third member for Van- 
couver in connection with the Finance 
Minister's Colorado residence were no 
secret. They litkj been common talk ns 
long ago as 1894, and since then; and 
the introducer of this resolution must 
have heard of them long before he be- 
came a member of the house and accept- 
ed a seat in the cabinet, with the lion, 
minister as :i colleague. The lion, gen- 
tleman must have known of these ru- 
mors prior to the elections of 1808 

Mr. Martin— I have already told the 
house that 1 did not know of them. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin continued that lie 
would of course have to accept the lion, 
eutleninn's statement in this regard, 
while he felt convinced that there was 
10 other public mun who would say that 
lie had not heard of these things.

had been practically compelled by the 
Finance Minister to formulate the 
charges which were now complained of 
as unfairly introduced. While he had 
hud many differences with Mr. Martin, 
and probably would again, and while he 
had no reason to set himself as that gen- 
tleman's champion— he believed that, that 
member should have fair play, and should 
not be expected to bring any proof of 
the charges lie hud made. b< >fore the 
house, the proper course being to reserve 
such matter for the select committee if 
one were granted.

He thought the state- 
ments for the select comm inhm mil mh 
ments of the ministers with regard to the 
alleged falsification of the record should 
be accepted as disposing of that portion 
of the charges. The charge in the Gor-, 
don matter should never have been re- 
vived—that matter being res adjudicata. 
IS or did he think the Colorado mntter 
should have been brought into the parlia- 



ment. Mr. McPhillips, too, condemned 
very strongly the dishonorable silence of 
the ministers, when they should have 
been prompt to exonerate the late gov- 
ernment from the charges that had been 
made against them in the matter of 
thoxe "blank warrants." In this connec- 
tion he regretted to see that the Finance 
Minister had lacked the manliness to 
rise iu his place and clear the leader of 
the opposition from the vile imputations 
that had btcu placed upon him. Such 
conduct as that of the Finance Minister 
in this regard could only be characteriz- 
ed as cowardly, unmanly, and unfair. 
While the opposition had shown their de- 
sire to see that lion, gentleman get fail 
play, and insisted that he should be hon- 
orably dealt with, it would be remember- 
ed— although not to his credit— that he 
had not accorded fair play to his oppon- 
ents. (Applause.) 

MR. MARTIN, closing the debate, ex- 
pressed disappointment at the turn the 
debate had taken— opposition as well as 
government having apparently misinter 
preted the resolution as one of condemn- 
ation, whereas it proposed merely that a 
fair and Impartial investigation should be 
made, which would have permitted th 
Finance Minister the opportunity that 
it would be naturally thought he would 
welcome, to fully and finally establish 
the falsity of the charges against him— 
if so be that those charges were untrue. 
The Finance Minister did not appear to 
desire such an opportunity, and had op- 
posed the proposition for an investiga- 
tion; and it would seem that the house 
was disposed to whitewash him without 
asking for evidence such as could only be 
properly presented before a committee. 
His explanation, which had apparently 
satisfied a majority of the house, had 
been altogether out of order, inasmuch as 
he should have waited until the case wu« 
presented — as it had hot been and could 
not be until the committee commenced 
work. In making these charges he had 
of uiurse taken the risk that, if a com- 
mittee upon inquiry found there was no 
substantial foundation for bis rase, lie 
would get the worst of it. Under tin' cir- 
cumstances, Hon. Mr. Cotton's denial 
amounted to nothing. 

Dealing specifically with the charge of 
falsification of the records, be declared 
that not a single member of tin' govern- 
ment had dared to deny the facts— they 
had simply given their opinions. What 
did he care for their opinions? This 
was a question for the ministers, for 
the house and for the country. Ho 
would lay evidence before the country 
to show that the Minister of Finance 
could have made no mistake under the 
circumstances. The house might white- 
wash the Finance Minister; be was per- 
fectly prepared for them to do that; he 
had done his duty— the rest was for the 
constituencies. 

In regard to the second charge, he did 
not believe in going into the private life 
of any member— but this was not a ques- 
tion iif private life, but of business hon- 
esty. Everything the Finance Minister 
had said was consistent with that por- 
tion of tlie paragraph in his resolution, 
and if a committee of the house looked 
into the circumstances, and Messrs. Wil- 
son and Davis were examined, it would 
be disclosed whether the Finance Minis- 
ter was entitled to occupy the position 
he did now. 

In regard to the Colorado charges, Mr. 
Helmcken had talked about a fairy tale, 
but he thought that it was Mr. Cotton s 
explanation Unit looked fishy. It would 
be noted that the article in question had 
been published in a Denver paper and 
a month after the elections bad taken 
place— which did not look as though they 
were intended for political purposes in 
British Columbia. He would bave liked 
the matters to go before a committee, 
and if the charges were proved to be 
untrue, lie would be the first person to 
apologize. He bad done his duty iu ask- 
ing for the committee; if the house re- 
fused it, that was something that he had 
nothing to do with. Hut he did not 
think the country would support the 
house in deliberately white-washing the 
Minister of' Finance without investiga- 
tion. 

Upon the house dividing, Messrs. 
Booth, Robertson. Clifford, Higgins, Bry- 
den and Joseph Martin were found in 
the affirmative; while .Messrs. Hall, 
Baker, Turner and Ellison voted with 
the government— Messrs. McPhillips, Ir- 
ving, Eberts, McBride, Pooley, Prentice 
and A. W. Smith withdrawing, Mr. Cot- 
ton not voting, and Mr. Dunsinuir being 
still absent from the city. 

BURNABY SMALL HOLDINGS. 

Mr. Kidd asked: "1. Is it the inten- 
tion of the government to have another 
inspection made of the Buruaby sinull 
holdings, with u view to determining 
whether or not the leaseholders are 
complying with the terms of their 
leases.

REDISTRIBUTION ADJOUliNED. 

Upon the order for a continuation of 
the debate on redistribution being called, 
the government insisted o:i the debute 
proceeding, while Mr. Martin, supported 
by the opposition, maintained that it 
had been well understood that this 
should go over until Friday. The third, 
member for- Vancouver pointed out that, 
after taking so prominent a part in one 
debute it would be unfair to expect him 
to take up the new subject at the same 
sitting— especially, us he was physically 
incapacitated. 

Hon. -Mr. Semlin did not think the 
honorable gentleman's looks justified his 
plea. He looked as though he was still 
capable of giving the government a 
thorough castigation; and therefore in- 
sisted on the debate going on. 

Mr. Martin protested with vigor 
against such an uniair advantage being 
taken of him, a throat affection making 
it extremely painful for him to speak, 
while it would require him at least three 
quarters of an hour to complete his re- 
marks on this important subject. 
11. C. TROOPS FOB AFRICA. 

Moving (he adjournment of the house, 
.Mr. Turner again directed attention to the 
neglect of the government to use due en- 
ergy In carrying out the wishes of the 
house, as expressed by resolution on the 
tlh January, with regurd to the sending of 
a British Columbia contingent to South 
Africa, tie had taken that offer to be a 
serious one on the part of the government, 
and had therefore been glad to second the 
resolution, lie had taken the offer to lie 
genuine mill la every sense boua tide, and 
realizing that there was abundant material 
for a good troop from British Columbia, 
had cordially supported the proposals. lie 
could see no reason why that offer had not 
been accepted, the country being unanimous 
in favor of It. As a fact, It hud not been 
properly pressed upon the authorities; and 
Intelligent organization had not been un- 
dertaken. ' lie hold that the province did 
not want Its offer of troops to be taken as 
merely a clienp advertising bluff (of the 
nature of the Raciflc cable offer) and the 
fact that hundreds of good men hud come 
forward ill! through the province showed 
Unit the people were earnest In their pa- 
triotism. The people of the province hud 
done their duty— but he did not think the 
government bud. If bo was wrong; If the 
government had done it II ' 'I li' 'its 'power, to 
carry out the wishes of the house, It Hhould 
have taken the house into its confidence, 
and made known the exact' position of nf- 





fairs. The contempt of the government 
for the patriotic offers of the leading pro- 
vincial cities was referred to, and the In- 
activity of the government was contrasted 
with the energetic patriotism of the Aus- 
tralasian government. All tbat the Brit- 
ish Columbia administration hud done was 
to present to the house an empty telegram 
from Ottawa which did not Iu any way 
answer the question thut all the province 
was asking. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin, replying, quite agreed 
that the offer of British Columbia troops 
had not been made as an advertising bluff 
—it was a genuine and worthy exhibition 
of patriotism Inducing British Columbia til 
express a desire to usslst in the struggle 
lu South Africa. Several telegrams hud 
been received from Ottawa in connection 
with the povlnclal offer, but none showing 
that the Dominion hud accepted the offer 
lu the specific terma Iu which the otter hud 
boon made. It was to be Inferred that the 
matter of transportation was the great 
.stumbling block. The question rested 
wholly with the Dominion government; he 
did not see how this government could 
force their position— or whether It would 
be desirable to so do. 

Major-Gen. Kluchailt held thut It was 
evident that the Domlnlou objected to the 
proposal us submitted by the province, and 
he held that from a military point of view 
their contention ... quite correct. \s 
things were now there was no need for 
more men lu Africa. 

Col. Baker could not agree with the Inter- 
pretation that had been placed upon the 
telegrams from Ottawa hy the gentlemen 
opposite. He hold the auswer of the Dom- 
inion to lie In effect thai If the province 
wished to raise a provincial contingent 
they must malic It .up to a proper unit 
unit deliver the men Iu South Africa. This 
threw the responsibility wholly upon the 
government of British Columbia, so that If 
the government was sincere ami ready ti* 
go ahead the power was given It to do so-* 
for the apposition hud given u guarantee 
thut they would stand by any expenditure 
Inclined la this direction, The proposition 
came down to the plain question— how large 
u vote would be required? He believed 
thut British Columbia could Bend 400 first 
class mounted rlUemen In South Africa, 
uud that the province would stand by the 
expenditure of perhaps $150,000 Involved, 
liven If the province hud to provide for 
the expenditure by u special loan the ac- 
tion would redound to iis everlasting 
credit. 

Mr. Booth suid thut he would like M 
see British Columbia send a thousand men 
to South Africa to aid the Mother Country, 
but the expense proposed required serious 
consideration. lie questioned If ?15o,Olx) 
would cover the cost of sending 100 men to 
Capetown, as the Dominion hud paid .fll!5,- 
000 for the Sardinian. It appeared to hbn 
that the Imperial government had enough 
men on the scone; and .while he us a Briton 
and a Canadian would be proud and glud 
to give the lust man and the lust dollar If 
necessary, he thought thut the offer al- 
ready made should be regarded as a credit 
to and sufficient for the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Mr. Ilelnickeu quoted from u "headquar- 
ters" letter from Ottawa, signed by Lt.-CoL 
Vldal, stating that It wus understood at 
the Federal Capital that the llrliish Colum- 
bia contingent wus organized locally— that 
was the Information that hud been given 
an applicant there. He asked ,for an author- 
itative statement from the government us 
to the present position of affairs. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton denied thut any misun- 
derstanding existed. From the last answer 
received from the Dominion government, it 
was evident that they washed their hands 
of the entire concern, and left this govern- 
ment to pay ul! expenses for their men to 
the Cape If they desired to send them. The 
government wus still endeavoring to ur- 
iinge transportation; but the imperial gov- 
rnuiont had recently stated that It did not 
vant less than llij mounted Infantry or 
2(>0 mounted riflemen. Besides, lie ques- 
tioned If the people of .the province en- 
dorse so large an expenditure In this con- 
nection us $150,000— when the government, 
of the Dominion hud declined to do any- 
thing. 

Muj.-Gen. Kinchant Informed the house 
that Canada hud no mounted Infantry; 1100 
men were therefore the smallest force thut 
would be regarded as acceptable. 

Mr. Ellison licensed Gen. Kinchant point- 
edly of having quickly changed his views on 
this subject— us It was only a few days 
since he hud supported the statement that 
mounted scouts were most of all required 
in the South African campaign. He held 
that the government would be quite justl- 
lied In sending the men through to Africa, 
"all expenses paid"- and felt sure that the 
country would support such action. If the 
government could spend or offer to kfrend 
u million dollars for a cable proposition 
without reference to or consideration' for 
the house— entirely by I he hole-ln-n- 
corner process— surely it would endorse 
such an expenditure us was here contem- 
plated. He paid an enthusiastic trlhut

Provided thut no shares shall be sub- 
scribed for uuy Company whowe lines, 
bridges and works are not either wholly or 
In part within the limits of the Munici- 
pality; 

Ami, Whereas, by certain Articles of 
Agreement beurlng dute the tenth day of 
January, lifOO, certain powers, uud privi- 
leges were grunted by the Corporation of 
the city of Victoria to Joseph A. Sayward, 
David Spencer, Frederick B. Penibertoh, 
W'lllum Muusle and Clement B, Henouf, 
(thereinafter culled "The Trustees") and 
which said agreement Is in the words and 
figures following: 

Agreement made and entered Into this 
tenth day of January, llKK), between the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, in the 
Province of British Columbia, hereinafter 
culled "The Corporation," of the first part, 
and Joseph A. Sayward, merchant; Duvid 
Spencer, merchant; Frederick B. Peuiber- 
ton, flnunclal agent; William Munsie, mer- 
chant; and Clement H. Henouf, merchant; 
all of the City of Victoria, aforesaid; here- 
inafter called "The Trustees," and their 
assigns, of i lie second part; 

Whereas, the Trustees are desirous of 
forming a company (hereinafter called and 
referred to as "The Company") for the 
purpose of acquiring and operating the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway Bud of extending 
the same Into the business part of the 
City of Victoria, and also If found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some convenient harbor north of Sidney; 
for the purpose of establishing and operat- 
ing a ferry system between Sidney or the 
terminus of such extension on the Saanlch 
Peninsula and some convenient point on 
the 'Mulnland of British Columbia, south of 
the Fruser river and north of the Interna- 
tional boundary, and also for the purpose 
of building, equipping and operating u 
line ol railway from such point as afore- 
said on the mainland through the Munici- 
palities uud Districts of Delta, Surrey, 
Langley, Matsqul, Sumas uud Chllllwack, 
to the town of Chllllwack or Gentrevillc, iu 
the Province of British Columbia; 

And whereas, for the purposes and for 
the benefit of the Company the Trustees

Mr. McPhillips continued that the pa- 
triotism of the opposition did not hall at 
Flaltfnx, although that of the government 
apparently went but that far. He thought 
thut the action of the government In this 
Important matter hud dlscredled it in the 
eyes of the country. The government 
would be at the llrst opportunity condemn- 
ed by public opinion 

Mr. Helgesen— Does public opinion ex- 
tend to the extent of SliOO.OOO? 

Mr. McPhillips observed that $1100, 000 ap- 
peared to snigger the senior meifiber for 
Cariboo now, although but u little while 
since he had been quite ready to see a mil- 
lion of provincial money mmk In the depth 
of the sen, and without consulting the 
bouse at all. The government had been 
tried and found wanting, even in patriot- 
Ism. 

Mr. Dean held that the matter should be 
very seriously considered before so large an 
expenditure as Involved should be under- 
taken, although he was patriotic enough 
to say that hud he the money himself he 
would cheerfully vote It for the purpose. 

Mr. Turner suid thut the mutter having 
been discussed as he desired It should be, 
he would withdraw the resolution.

7. If the Compuny neglect to keep Its 
trucks or roudwnys between the same or 
crossing between nnd on each side of the 
rails and two feet on the outer side of each 
along the whole length thereof In said 
streets In good condition or to have neces- 
sary repairs made, the. City Engineer or 
other proper officer shull give notice there-

Interesting Letter Prom One of the 
Crew of the Ocean Belle. 

Mr. J. Collister has received a letter 
from his brother, who is on the scaling 
schooner Ocean Belle. The letter is 
dated at Drake's Bay, February 11, and 
tells of the accident to one of the Ocean 
Belle's crew und the smashing of two of 
her boats. The letter says: " We had 
a bit of a blow, and a big sea washed on 
the schooner, smashing completely two 
of the bonts. I was just going on deck 
when I saw the sou coming, and shouted 
to a man who was standing near the 
boats to look out, and jumped below. He 
was a green man and did not know 
where to get to. Before he could escape 
the wave swept on to the schooner, and 
the brokeu-up bouts jammed him against 
the skylight. His leg was not broken, 
but it was badly bruised. If the boats 
had not pinned him down he would have 
been washed overboard. Three men de- 
serted at Drake's Bay, where we put in 
to endeavor to get new boats. We could 
not get boats there, and the captain went 
to San Francisco to get new ones and 
more men to replace the deserters.'' He 
also states that the Ocean Belle had 3-11) 
skins, almost all of which were taken 
before February 1.
